coined by Hearst editors for non- 
existent “Communist Terrorist 
Committee,” which they = manu 
factured tor their own purpose) 
were imported from the east for 
“reprisals” against the likes of 
Jones. In Sacramento this vicious 
fabrication was aimed at prejudic- 
ine the public,. which is showing 
a mass support for the defendants 
in the C.. S. trial, against them. 
There the so-called “disciplinary” 
squads were supposed to have 
threatened prosecution witnesses. 
Following the stories, leo Gal 
lagher demrandcd the alleged 
threats be made public but this 
was refused. 

That the Communist Party does 
not tolerate violence or terroristic 
methods, but depends for its 
strength and leadership solely on 
organizing the workers for strue- 
gles in their own behalf, is teo 
well known to need further elabor- 
ation here. The bosses’ Criminal 
Syndicalism frame-ups, fa lling 
down of their own lack of “evr 
dence,” however, need bolstering up 
and the Hearst press is again 
proving its class consciousness by 
these hes. Vhrough this scare too, 
it is hoped to influence Assembly- 
men to pass the anti-working: class 
bills now in the State legislature 
and national Congress, 

The use of the term “phosphor- 
ous squad”, though a pure = fabri 
cation, 1s no accident. It is no 
doubt interded to prepare the way 
for similar frame-ups as were at- 
tempted during the General Strike 
in tly in| Oakland, when John 
Nevlan, Hearst's attorney, was busy 
in this area trying to break the 
strike. 


# Oakland Frame-up. 


At that time arson stories al- 
leging the intended use of phos- 
phorous bombs were featured in 
the Hearst press. Jn Oakland one 
Mullins, since exposed as a stool 
precon, appeared at the Workers’ 
Center one day while this was 
soing on, with some phosphorous. 
Che workers there ordered him 
mat oof the building and he left 
Later he came to the flophouse 
where one of the workers active 
in tle cstrike was ‘staying and 
asked lium to keep a packace for 
hin for a few days. Suspicious, 
‘he worker agreed to put it in’ his 
ocker but as soon as Mullins left, 
de oopencd the package, found it 
ontained phosphorous bombs and 
lisposed of them in the toilet 
here. An hour or so later two 
letectives came in, and knowing 
the number of his bed and locker 
came dircetly to him and demand- 
ed he open the locker and give
